Earth a lot 
older than 
once thought 


ROME.—The earth is a lot older 
than anybody thought-—probably 


4,200,000,000 years, give or take! 


10 percent, a Canadian scientist 
reported recently. 


Men who write the textbooks 
told more than 1,000 scientists at 
the 10th world conference on geo- 
physics that this figure brings the 
earth's age “in reasonable accord” 
with revised astronomical esti- 
mates. These estimates are that 
the universe is 5,000,000,000 years 
old, plus or minus a billion either 
way. 

The 4,200,000,000-year estimate 
for the earth’s age was reported 
as the “probable best new figure” 
in a paper submitted by D. W. Al- 
lien of the geophysics laboratory 
of the University of Toronto, who 
was not present at the conference. 

He, and other experts who made 
reports in person, arrived at their 
figures by physicg. rather than 
geology. 

The basis is the measurement of 
isotopic or radioactive factors in 
lead ores, and calculations of the 
rate of decay of naturally occur- 
ring radioactive isotopes.

Birth rate up 
death lower 
in August 


OTTAWA.—The number of per- 
sons born in Canada in August 
reached a four-year high for the 
month. 

The bureau of statistics said re- 
cently birth registrations in August 
totalled 37,837, a gain of eight 
percent over last year’s figure of 
34,882. 

Cumulative registrations for the 
January-August period rose 6.9 
percent to 287,306 from 268,648 a 
year ago. 

The bureau also reported that 
deaths and marriages in August 
declined from last year. 

Marriages dropped 5.5 percent 
in August to 13,255 from 14,048, 
jand were down 2,000 from the 
July peak of 15,201. The total for 
the January-August period drop- 
ped to 75,946 from 78,431. 

Deaths during the last 11 months 
have been consistently below last 
year. August deaths totalled 9,612 
compared with 9,907 a year ago 
whilé the total for the first eight 
months of the year declined to 
82,786 from 85,565.

How Many Vegetables Do You 
Know? 

Listed below are 45 vegetables 
grown in Alberta. How many do 
you grow? How many do you eat 
regularly? 

Artichoke, Asparagus, Beans 
green, wax, shell or dry; Beans, 
soy; Beets, Beet Greens, Broccoli, 
Brussel Sprouts, Cabbage—Chin- 
ese, savoy, white, red; Cauliflow- 
er; Celeriac, Celery, Chives, Corn, 
Chard, Dandelion Cream, Egg- 
plant, Kohlrabi, Kate, Lambs’ 
Quarters, Lettuce, Leeks, Mush- 
rooms, Onions, Parsley, Peas, 
Peppers, Pumpkin, Radish, Ruta- 
bagas, Squash—Hubbard, Sum- 
mer; Turnip, Turnip Greens, To- 
mato, Vegetable Marrow 

It is important to select a var- 
iety of vegetables, Some contain 
more of certain vitamins and 
minerals than others. If our 
choice is wide and not limited 
to a few, we assure ourselves of 
getting more of these vitamins 
and minerals so essential to heal- 
th. 

The average Canadian doesn’t 
eat enough vegetables. Why? Of- 
ten it is not so much the fault 
of the vegetables as the fault of 
the cook. To encourage your 
family to eat a variety of veget 
ables, you must be sure that they 
are cooked to be attractive and 
tasty. Methods which produce the 
most appetizing dishes are also 
those which preserve the most 
food value. 

To Get the Good from Vegetables 
Eat some raw every day. 
Cook quickly; use all the juices 

either with the vegetables or in 

sauces, gravies, soups and veget- 
able juice cocktails. 

Store carefully to keep crisp 
and plump. Root vegetables are 
best stored in a cool, moist place, 
(send for our Bulletin “Home 
Storage of Fruit and Vegetables’’) 

Remember, the greener the 
leaf, pod or stem, the richer in 
Vitamin A. The outer dark green 
leaves are much richer sources 
of iron and vitamins than the in- 
ner ones, Use these leaves. 

Don’t prepare vegetables unti! 
just before cooking. Pared veget 
ables chopped for salads, lose 
food value if left standing for 
any length of time. Leaving veg- 
etables in water means loss of 
food value too. 

Vegetables cut lengthwise re- 
tain more of their minerals and 
vitamins than if cut across. 


THOSE ACHING FEET! 

Tired and aching feet don’t 
do a thing for the facial beauty. 
The tiredness and pain is usually 
reflected in a frown and tense- 
ness of expression, No one can 
walk really. smartly and with 
poise if those poor feet are suf- 
fering. The best way to avoid 
foot misery is to have properly 
fitted shoes. \ daily foot bath is 
helpful, finishing it with alter- 


nate plunges of the feet into hot 


and cold water. Dusting with a 
good foot powder is another 
thing the pedal extremities will 
appreciate. Once or twice a week 
it is a good idea to massage them 
with cold cream to prevent the 
skin from becoming dry. Hosiery 
should be large enough to give 
the toes room to wiggle. 
——— 

PARTY POISON 

It is very important that cer- 
tain foods be kept under refrig- 
eration if they must be kept over 
for any number of hours or over- 
night. Gravy, meat, poultry, cus- 
tards, cream sauces and pie fil- 
lings, sandwich fillings and many 
other foods should never be kept 
at room temperature—some of 
them may become dangerous af- 
ter as little as six hours after pre- 
paration, unless they are kept in 
the refrigerator. It is safest to 
make only the required amounts 
of creamy foods, so that there 
will be no leftovers.
